She undersigned Interviened Mr. uamett Claud Kalj mark. the General 
Manager for the Allrlght Parking System, Mr, H!a^arE~ffEiEed that he was 
not present vtien SUBJECT is reported to have ^lied for a job, and that 
no written plication was made by SUBJECT for eitployment. Mr, Hallmark 
stated that he does not believe that SUBJECT was at the location. He thinks 
that perhaps some of his employees are mistaken. 


The undersigned interviewed Mr. Hubert A Morrow for the second time 
and Mr, Morrow's statement is still the same as it was in the report re- 
garding SUBJECT datdd January 23, 1961», Mr. Morrow was shown five (5) 
identifi cation photographs and he positively Identify SUBJECT as being 
the man who made j^jplloation.

The undersigned interviewed Mrs Viola Sapp for the second time. Her 
statement remains the same as in the report regarding SUBJECT dated 
January 23, 196U. Mrs S^ was shown the aforementioned identification 
photographs. She selected SUBJECT'S photograph, but stated that she could 
not be positive that he was the person in question. She stated that she 
had been real busy and had not paid very much attention.

1803 Fuller 
Drive, DA-7-1086, Ihis was the first interview with Mr. Montgomery as 
he was not present during the initial investigation. Mr. Montgomery 
stated that he was present when SUBJECT q>plied for employment. He' stated 
that he eould not remember how SUBJECT was dressed. He stated that SUBJECT 
was at the location at approximately SsOOAM to 9i00AM. He stated that 
SUBJECT stayed at the location approximately thirty (30) minutes. Mr. 
Hontgomery was shown the aforementioned identification photogr£?)h8 and ' j^.-uj '2 -/'/'' 
he selected the wrong photograph. He selected photogr^h number i»9lS2 \ 
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Identification number U9152 belongs to one Robert I«e Moran.
